The time of planting depends upon 
the locality, season and condition of 
the soil. 
Experiments show that ear­ 
ly planting gives the best results. The 
term early planting, of course, is very 
indefinite. 
The Ohio experiment sta 
tion, through a seven-year experiment, 
found, that the earliest planting that 
gave results was on April 26, while 
the best results were obtained from 
seed that was planted on May 24. al­ 
though a crop was secured from plant­ 
ing as late a June 12. 
Sod land that is infested with cut 
worms can not safeh be planted so 
early, but, everything considered, one 
may safely plant corn in this section 
about the second week in May. 
The rate of planting Is determined 
by the fertility of the soil and by the 
purpose which tile crop is to sertc 
\n> fair corn land that grows corn 
for the grain should support thre-- 
stalks per hill. 
Of course the number 
of stalks in a hill is governed by th° 
number of hills per acre. 
It has been 
found that for this section about 12, 
000 plants per acre is the best rate 
for an ideal combination of grain and 
stover. 
Corn planted too thick yields 
much stover, but a lessening amount 
of grain. 
If planted thin on good soil 
it suckers badly, so the happy medium 
comes of necessity. 
The Illinois ex 
periment station found the yield in­ 
creasing up to five grains per hill, 
then a decrease of grain and an in­ 
crease of stover. 
On stiff, sticky soils corn should ho 
planted shallow, not over 
one inch 
Especially should one plant shallow 
in early plantings, as only the surface 
of the soil is warmed, and this will 
insure a quicker germination. 
Experi­ 
ments for a period of six years on the 
Ohio State university farm show an 
average of 57 bushels per acre when 
planted 
one inch in depth. 
When 
planted two inches deep the yield was 
51 bushels. Corn planted three inches 
deep yielded but 48 bushels per acre 
Experiments conducted in a similar 
m anner at the Illinois experiment sta 
tion confirm these results. 
Summing this all up it seems that 
corn should be planted early, at a rat© 
of about 12,000 plants per acre, ami 
should be planted shallow.
